The 1992-1993 M.B.A. alh- 
Iclic season was yet anothcrof 
outstanding accomplishments 
as a result of the hard work 
and dedication of all of the 
athletes and coaches, as well 
as the efforts of Athletic Di- 
rector Mr. John Bennett and 
headmaster Dr. Douglas 
Paschall. 

The athletic season 
began in the fall of 1992 with 
football, cross-country, and 
golf. The football team had 
another great season under the 
leadership of legendary coach 
Tommy Owen. With Austin 
K(K)n and John Arendale as 
captains, the team opened the 
season against perennial Ken- 
tucky powerhouse Warren 
Central with a42-35 overtime 
victory. The team continued 
in its winning ways despite an 
eariy season loss to Cleveland 
and went on to defeat district 
rivals Pearl-Cohn. Hillwood. 
Hillsboro, and Whites Creek. 
The Hillsboro game was es- 
pecially memorable for the 
kickoffretum fora touchdown 
by senior Mark Fuqua as the 
Big Red won 42-7. 

The team advanced 
into the first round playoffs 
tying rival Father Ryan for the 
best record in the district, de- 
spite earlier losing to the Irish.

ness. Spring’s almost over 
and the bass are on the attack. 
Topwater lures or soft plastic 
arc the key to bringing in the 
big ones. We recommend a 
purple worm with a 1/8 ounce 
lead head or the Slug-O worm 
of your choice. Work these 
baits slowly around and on 
top of the moss and other 
cover. In heavy moss.aScam- 
Frog, Moss-Boss, or a Texas- 
rigged worm will prtxluce the 
most fish. Fishing heavy moss 
is one of my favorite and one 
of the most exciting types of 
fishing. Watching a huge 
large-mouth explode from the 
water and swallow your bait 
with a force big enough to 
leave a two foot hole in the 
moss is as fun as a cricket in 


your shorts. 

• At this point we 
would like to commemorate 
one of the finest baits ever 
produced: the SIug-0. With 
its unique shape and incred- 
ible action, these worms can 
entice bass to strike in any 
condition when all others fail. 
Bubble-gum pink is probably 
the mo.st popular color but 
most any will work. The other 
day Jim and I were fishing in 
a small farm pond in the late 
afternoon. I tied on the old 
faithful purple worm with a 
small lead head and Jim tied 
onaSlug-0, Within five min- 
utes Jim hud landed three nice 
bass and 1 was still empty 
handed, swearing at my bait. 
The Slug-O has produced fish 


for us from large lakes such as 
Priest to small, moss ponds 
around farms. These worms 
are a must for the tackle box. 

Well, .school’s al- 
most out and the summer’s 
almost here. We suggest that 
y’all head for the big waters of 
Old Hickory and Kentucky 
Lake or the small farm ponds 
found every where in the local 
area. Next year. Jim will be 
heading to the rolling valleys 
of North Carolina and I wii I be 
heading south to the hills of 
Tennessee. Even though we 
are going our separate ways. 
I’m sure we will both con- 
tinue to enjoy and experience 
the thrills and satisfaction of 
the wilderness. Fulfill the 
legacy!
